A HERRIN WHITEWASH AS 
A POLITICAL ASSET. 


Col. Sam Hunter charges that “agents of the 
chamber of commerce” urged him to testify #0 
as to fix responsibility for the Herrin massacre 
upon Mr. Gompers and other labor leaders. Col. 
Sam Hunter is the individual who represented the 
governor at Herrin while the trouble at the Lester 
‘mine was brewing and his allegation is worth ez- 
actly what he was worth to the state at Herrin. 
That was minus nothing. 

But the case of Hunter, whose course of action 
or, rather, inaction at Herrin has been approved 
by Small, is significant as revealing to the state 
that Small intends to turn the Herrin disgrace to} 
his political account if he can do so by swinging 
the labor vote into line on that issue. Hunter, who 
should have been thrown out of his job the day 
after the massacre and tried by court martial, is 
still drawing pay as an official of Small’s machine. 
He goes before the federation of labor, he tells his 
preposterous yarn, he is praised—for allowing the 
messacre at Herrin—by the head of the Illinois 
Federation of Labor, himself a Small follower, and 
he is indorsed by the convention of that body as 
candidate for lieutenant governor. 

The candidacy is a joke. The indorsement by 
a responsible labor organization is 4 disgrace. It 
ig an affront to decent unionism, for it is nothing 
less than an indorsement of the savage slaughter 
at Herrin, which Hunter easily could have pre 
vented. But it is also.an interesting disclosure 
of the sort of politics Small is willing to play to 
save his political hide.

In July the Anti-Saloon League of New York

Now we read that the league is in the Appellate 
court of New York resisting an attempt to get its 
receipts and expenditures filed with the secretary 
of state. The Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment contends that the Anti-Saloon league 
is @ politica] organization which actively engaged 
in the primary and election of 1922, and ought to 
show what moneys it received, and from whom, 
and how they were expended. Justice Staley of 
the Supreme court held to that effect. The league 
appealed and now contends that it did not support 
any party, that its objects are “educative,” not 
political, and theréfore it does not classify as a 
political organization under the corrupt practices 
ast. 

If the appeal is sustainea on such a distinction 
the publicity law should be amended. The dis-/} 
tinction is nothing but sophistry. The Anti-Saloon 
league is in politics up to its neck and its “ edu- 
eative” objects are to tag candidates as wet or 
dry and try to defeat any man who does not take 
orders from the league. These are the political

Ccanea two parts, each directed 

at a particular objective. 

The first, part consists in the 
taking of 10 grains of quinine, three 
times a day, for feyr days. The objec- 
tive of this part is to break the chills, 
to @nd the fever, and to cure any and 
all other symptoms due to acute malaria. 

The second part of the treatment con- 
sists in the taking of 10 grains of quinine 
at bedtime, each night for eight weeks. 
The objective of this part ig to remove 
all malarial parasites from the patient's 
blood. When a person is cured of chills, 
or chilla and fever, or other symptoms 
of acute malaria, in all probability he 
will still have some malaria parasites 
in his bood, will stil] be subjact to re- 
lapses, and will still be capable of in- 
}fecting moaquitoes, and therefore infect- 
ing his family, his friends, and the com- 
munity generally. This is true even 
though the man feels well, hasn't an 
ache or a pain, and can see no reason 
for doing anything.

As to the effectiveness of the first part 

of the treatment, to accomplish its ob- 
jective—-namely : ‘to Dreak the chills, or 
the chills and fever—Dr. C. C. Bass has 
been investigating for some years. Dr. 
Bass ip connected with Tulane Univer- 
sity Medical school and has access to 
Charity and other large hospitals. As 
the resylt of his investigations, in which 
he has been aided by medica] students 
and school and hospital associates, he 
gives the following opinion: 
“Up to the present time not a single 
cams has been found in which fever or 
fever and chills due to malaria have con- 
tinued for four days when the subject 
was taking as much as 30 grains of 
quinine daily.

In all, his scouts turned tn four cases 
which seemed to be exceptions to the 
rule.

The 
champion knocked over the first three, 
but failed with Gibbons at Shelby in 
a fifteen round struggle. The last 
named quarrel would indicate that the 
titleholder had sacrificed some of his 
hitting ability for the sake of speed. 
He won't need any speed against Firpo, 
but he must certainly have that eld. 
sock. sae 
Personally, we think that Dempiiey 
is not the hitter he was four years 
ago. Dempsey was at the apex of his 
career that day in Toledo. Probably 
he never could whip himself into the 
same shape again. What a fighting 
man he was against the big Kansas 
farmer! 

But Dempsey has plenty of sting left 
in either mitt, and we believe that 
Firpo will find that out in their com- 
ing fuss. Whatever the champion has 
sacrificed in the hitting department, 
he certainly is a much faster man 
than he ever was. 

Looks for Early Victory. 

We'd like to repeat once more that 
while Dempsey might have gone back 
some in his hitting he still possesses 
the old punishing wallop, and it would 
not be surprising to see him make short 
work of this big qQuarrtel.
